PLANS to build homes on the for¬ 
mer swimming pool site in First 
Avenue have been have approved 
by councillors. 

Developer Croudace Homes will start 
work soon on the construction of 65 
one, two, three and four bedroom flats 
and houses - 21 of which will be 
“affordable” - after Harlow Council’s 
planning committee gave the scheme 
the green light, 

Some 20 public parking spaces will 
also be provided on-site for people 
using the Town Park, with the developer 
pledging to fund the provision of an

additional 30 spaces off-site in Fifth 
Avenue and Netteswell Road. 

Pedestrians and cyclists will be able 
to access the park via a tree-lined 
avenue cutting through the develop¬ 
ment. 

Croudace managing director Russell 
Denness said this week the scheme 
would provide the town with much- 
needed housing. 

“We are delighted to have received 
committee approval to what we believe 


will be an exciting development on a 
high-profile site on one of Harlow’s 
main thoroughfares,” he said. 

“This is the culmination of a great 
deal of hard work by the design team at 
Croudace, council officers, members 
and representatives of the Harlow Civic 
Society and the Town Park Users 
Group. 

He added: “We look forward to start¬ 
ing work on site shortly and the first 
homes going on the market early next 
year.” 

The development is the final piece of 
the jigsaw in the £50m Harlow Gateway 
Project, which has already delivered the 


state-of-the-art Leisurezone sports com¬ 
plex and more than 100 new homes on 
the former Sportcentre site in Fifth 
Avenue. 

The plans for the swimming pool site 
originally met with criticism when it 
emerged that a covenant supposedly 
protecting the site for public use “in per¬ 
petuity” had apparently been scrapped 
to facilitate its sale to a private firm. 

At first Harlow Civic Society, the 
organisation set up to preserve and pro¬ 
tect the town’s heritage, opposed the 
plans, but this week vice-chairman John 
Curry said it was now “broadly in 
favour” of the development. 


“Obviously we are not very happy 
that a covenant put on the land to pre¬ 
serve it for public use was effectively 
ignored, but broadly speaking we are 
reasonably pleased with the proposals 
Croudace has put forward,” he said. 

“They have engaged with us through¬ 
out the planning process and we feel 
they have listened to our concerns and 
criticisms over the design, build quality 
and scale of the development. 

“It is by no means perfect but we now 
hope to see some real high-quality, well- 
detailed housing built on a site which 
holds great importance as a key gateway 
to the Town Park.”

Consortium buys 
shopping centre

THE Harvey Centre has started the 
financial year on a secure footing after 
being snapped up by new investors. 

The future of the shopping mall looked 
bleak after former owners Sapphire Retail 
Fund went into administration last August. 



It left some traders fearing the worst and 
dealt a major blow to Harlow Council’s ambi¬ 
tious town centre regeneration plans. 

But the centre - which also incorporates 
retail units in West Gate, East Gate, Little 
Walk, East Walk, West Walk and parts of 
Broad Walk - can now look forward to new 
investment following its purchase by a fund 
made up of real estate investment firms 
Tristan Capital, AEW Europe and Addington 
Capital. 

A spokesman for the consortium, which 
has also taken over the lease on shopping 
malls in Burnley and Cardiff as part of a 
£145m deal for Sapphire’s former retail port¬ 
folio, told the Star the new owners were deter¬ 
mined to attract new retailers to the complex. 

“We believe that there are plenty of oppor¬ 
tunities to improve the look and feel of the 
centre, as well as the retail mix,” he said. 

“With strong management and capital 
investment we’re sure that the Harvey Centre 
can begin to realise its potential and attract 
even more retailers and shoppers to Harlow.” 

He added it was too early to give a “con¬ 
crete” figure on the amount of money the new 
owners planned to pump into the mall. 

The centre’s purchase from administrators 
Grant Thornton has been welcomed by 
Harlow Council. 

Assistant chief executive Cath Shaw said 
the deal proved Harlow remained a viable 
proposition for investors despite the tough 
economic climate. 

“It was great to see so much interest in the 
Harvey Centre as it shows that Harlow 
remains an attractive place for investors,” she 
said. “We look forward to future investment in 
the centre.”

Pets' Corner horse

Collective amnesia

quency of its Community Safety 
Ranger patrols in the area to reassure 
concerned residents. 

Lynn Seward, the council’s head of 
community and customer services, 
said: “This was a despicable incident 


in a normally peaceful area. 

“It has been a shock to local people 
and increased ranger patrols are one 
way we can offer extra reassurance to 
residents while the police hunt for 
those responsible.” 

The ranger and dog teams were set 
up to combat anti-social behaviour in 
the town and have the authority to 
issue fixed penalty notices to offend¬ 
ers. 

Police this week renewed their 
appeal for information relating to the 
burglary, which happened in Rye Hill 
Road between 1.30pm and 1.45pm on 
Saturday, April 2 

The suspects are both described as 
white and in their late 20s or early 
30s. One was unshaven, around 5ft 
1 lins tall with short, messy black hair 
and wearing black clothing. The other 
had black hair, was wearing a yellow 


high visibility jacket and may have 
had a silver earring. 

Investigating officer PC Mick Orr 
said: “This was a particularly nasty 
attack on a vulnerable lady in her own 
home. 

“I am keen to speak with anyone 
who may have been in the area at the 
time of the incident and who may have 
seen these men to contact me. 

“In particular I’d like to speak to a 
man wearing grey clothing who was 
seen riding a bicycle up Rye Hill Road 
at around 1.45pm as I believe he would 
have seen the two suspects.” 

Police had hoped to issue efit pic¬ 
tures of the two men over the weekend 
but this has been delayed.

Dog owner's fury 
at terrier attack

A DOG owner was left with a hefty 
vet’s bill after his pet was attacked 
by another dog which had been let 
off its lead. 

The incident, which took place on 
Saturday afternoon between Sum¬ 
ners and the Maples, left Justin 
Ball’s dog Spike - a large 
Rhodesian Ridgeback - covered in 
blood and with bite wounds requir¬ 
ing £100 worth of treatment. 

Mr Ball (44), of Mallows Green, 
Harlow, was walking Spike with his 
eight-year-old son Jonas at the time of the 
attack. 

“We had stopped off at a pond to watch 
some kids catching tadpoles when a man sud¬ 
denly appeared out of the woods looking flus¬ 
tered and asked if anyone had seen his 
Staffie,” said Mr Ball. 

“He was very agitated so obviously he 
knew the dog wasn’t safe enough to be off its 
lead.” 

According to Mr Ball, the dog appeared 
out of the woods a few minutes later and went 
straight for Spike, latching its jaws around the 
dog’s neck. 

“I couldn’t believe how long it took to get 
the dog off Spike,” said Mr Ball. “By the time 
we finally did my arms were covered in his 
blood and several of the kids standing around 
were crying. 

“It’s crazy that the owners could be so irre¬ 
sponsible to have let him off the lead in the 
first place.” 

He added: “Of course the real worry is that 
if my dog hadn’t of been there then the Staffie 
could have gone for one of the kids and the 
whole situation could have been a lot more 
serious.” 

Mr Ball was told by the dog’s owners it had 


been rescued after being mistreated by its 
previous keeper. They gave him a mobile tele¬ 
phone number which he has since discovered 
is ‘unavailable’. 

“I am not for putting animals down but if it 
is dangerous then it needs to be muzzled and 
kept under control,” said Mr Ball. “My dog 
was not only injured in the attack leaving me 
with an expensive vet bill to pay, but he is 
also now very weary when we go out. 

“The point is if the owners knew they had 
a rescue dog that was unstable and not safe, 
then why on earth did they let him off his 
lead?”

rate of domestic fires in Harlow are started 
as a result of cooking accidents. 

Mark Samuels, community commander 
for Harlow and Epping, said: “All too often 
our crews see the devastation caused by a 
small kitchen fire, but by following a few 
simple precautions you can make sure that 
your kitchen and home stay as safe as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Risk factors include cooking with hot 
oil, leaving cooking unattended, failing to 
supervise children in the kitchen and not 
keeping ovens, hobs and grills clean of fat 
and grease. 

Mr Samuels added: “If a fire does 
break out in your kitchen, do not attempt 
to tackle it yourself. Get yourself and your 
family out and call the fire service.”

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Trial of OAP dropped 
on medical grounds

A PENSIONER accused of sexually 
touching two young girls has walked 
free from court after prosecutors 
offered no evidence against him. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told on 
Friday the Crown Prosecution Service had 
decided not to proceed with the case against 
Lawrence Bonello (76), of Spinning Wheel 
Mead, Harlow, after he was found to be unfit 
to stand trial because of psychiatric prob¬ 
lems. 

As a result Mr Bonello, who was accused 
of kissing the two girls last November, did 
not have to face a hearing to establish 
whether the alleged incidents occurred. 

Judge Charles Gratwicke agreed it would 
not have served the public interest to bring 
the two alleged victims to court given Mr 
Bonello’s age and “particular circumstances”. 

He told Mr Bonello: “You’re free to go. 
You’ll be given an explanation how you 
should behave in future.” 

Earlier, the court was given reports which 
had been prepared by a psychologist and a 
psychiatrist, as well as forensic psychiatrist. 

Prosecutor Matthew Gowen said the CPS 
did not dispute the defendant’s condition and 
would not proceed with a trial but asked for 
time to decide whether to hold a trial of issue 
at which a jury would determine whether the 
acts had taken place. 

However, after reviewing its position the 
CPS decided not to proceed with the case.

Primary school 
weighing up 
advantages of 
Academy move 

A PRIMARY school in Old 
Harlow has joined the growing 
number of schools considering 
applying for Academy status. 
Fawbert and Barnard’s, in 
London Road, is the first 
primary in the area to consider 
breaking away from the control 
of Essex County Council as 
local education authority 
control in favour of being run 
independently. 

According to a school 
spokesperson, the proposals, 
are at their “earliest stage”.

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Crash biker on the 
wrong side of road 


A MOTORCYCLIST was travelling 
on the wrong side of the road when he 
crashed head-on into a taxi coming in 
the opposite direction, an inquest 
heard this week. 

Garage owner Steve Martin (29), of 
Greygoose Park, Harlow, was also estimated 
to have been travelling at speeds of between 
88mph and lOlmph when his bike collided 
with the hackney carriage on the A1060 near 
Chelmsford on June 29 last year. 

Mr Martin was thrown over the handle¬ 
bars of his Suzuki GSXR1000. He died from 
a broken neck and bleeding from multiple 
injuries. 

London cabbie Jason Braithwaite (40) 
told the inquest at Chelmsford Crown Court 
that he saw Mr Martin approaching him on 
his side of the road. 

“I just braced myself on the steering 
wheel and it seemed like no time at all - he 
was literally in front of me,” he said. 

Mr Braithwaite, from Sawbridgeworth, 
was driving back towards Bishop’s Stortford 
and had already been passed by two motor- 
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cyclists when the accident happened. 

“As I approached the straight there were 
two bikes - one on the correct side of the 
road - and it looked as if this bike was over¬ 
taking the other bike. 

“This bike was flying straight at me and I 
remember shouting out ‘No’ and bracing 
myself.” 

Mr Braithwaite attempted to brake and 
went on to the verge, fracturing his wrist in 
the crash. 

Witness Colin Hugget, of Bambers 
Green, Takeley, was driving behind the taxi. 
In a statement read to the court he said he 
and Mr Braithwaite were travelling at 
around 40-50mph at the time of the acci¬ 
dent. 

“I saw the bike flying through the air 
together with the rider. I had to steer round 
the cab,” said Mr Hugget, who stopped and 
dialled 999. 

Forensic collision investigator PC Alan 


Barlow said there had been a group of four 
bikers travelling towards Chelmsford, two 
ahead of Mr Martin, one with him and one 
behind. He said it was possible Mr Martin 
was overtaking another motorcycle as he 
began to negotiate the left hand bend. 

From tyre marks on the road surface, PC 
Barlow estimated that Mr Martin was travel¬ 
ling at between 88mph and lOlmph when he 
began emergency braking, swerving to his 
right in a bid to avoid the taxi. 

“The two vehicles collided head-on,” said 
the officer. “The taxi driver could have done 
nothing more to avoid the collision in the 
space and time available.” 

PC Barlow added that if Mr Martin had 
been travelling at 60mph when he began 
braking he might have been able to stop. 

The inquest was told there were no traces 
of alcohol or drugs in his blood. 

Recording a verdict of accidental death, 
coroner Caroline Beasley-Murray expressed 
the court’s sympathies to Mr Martin’s part¬ 
ner, parents and brother. 

“He was clearly a much-loved young 
man,” she added.

I T could have been a story 
from an Enid Blyton novel 
when 10-year-old Ben 
Brooks was pushed into a 
pond by two bullies. 

For Ben ended up with more than a 
soaking when he and his friend, 
Diane Moreland, found a stolen 
wallet in the watery depths. 

The incident happened back in 
1983 when Ben was aged 10 and 
Diane was 11, and was reported in 
the Harlow Gazette. Ben told the 
paper’s reporter the youths who 
pushed him in the pond were the 
same ones who had, two months 
earlier, tried to steal his fishing net. 
Ben’s mum Marlene sent Nostalgia 
a copy of the newspaper report of 
the children’s lucky find which 
turned out to belong to a local 
woman whose handbag had been 
stolen in the Harvey Centre. 

The wallet contained a sodden £10 
note, a driving licence and a kidney 
donor card. Ben and Diane 
immediately rushed back home to 
tell their parents and call the donor 
card’s owner, earning themselves a 
£1 reward for its return. 

“They were very happy with 
themselves,” said Marlene, of Little 
Parndon. 

“Ben and Diane were really close 
then and together all the time. They 
were always going off on 
explorations in the woods and 
bringing stuff back so I think they 
were really pleased to finally find 
something of value.” 

But the adventurous duo didn’t 
finish their investigations there. At 
the crack of dawn the following day 
they returned to the crime scene to 
see what else they could find. 

They ended up retrieving an opal 
box that the handbag’s owner had 
also reported as missing - although 


they were unable to find any trace 
of the bag. 

However Ben, who is now 38 and 
lives in Northbrooks, wasn’t the 
only explorer in the family. 

“After the second find, Ben’s eight- 
year-old brother Hardy was starting 
to get jealous of all the attention his 
sibling was getting so he decided to 
sneak out to see if he could find 
anything himself," revealed 
Marlene. 

Hardy returned home jubilant and 
proudly showed his discovery to his 
mother. 

“Unfortunately all he found was an 
old bus ticket and an empty 
watchcase,” said Marlene. “He had 
been hoping to get a reward too!”

Jealousy drove 
woman to send 
texts to herself

threatening text messages 
which resulted in a man 
being arrested and held in 
custody for more than 13 
hours, a court heard.

er”, Chelmsford Crown Court 
was told. 

However, her actions resulted 
in the former husband of Mr 
Harvey’s new partner being 
arrested. 

Peter Gair, prosecuting, said 
Chapman had complained to 
police in February of this year 
that she had received a number 


of text messages which had 
caused her to be frightened for 
her safety and that of her family. 

She also claimed further mes¬ 
sages had caused her to fear she 
was being stalked. 

“Police used the messages to 
take a statement from her former 
partner, Stephen Harvey, who 
himself had received text mes¬ 
sages giving him cause for con¬ 
cern,” said Mr Gair. 

As a result police arrested 


Bruce Lockhart, former husband 
of Mr Harvey’s new partner. 

Mr Gair said: “However, it 
was a false complaint. She 
[ Chapman ] had not received text 
messages from anyone but her¬ 
self, although she had not want¬ 
ed Mr Lockhart arrested. 

“She had sent the texts as a 
result of her jealousy of the new 
relationship of her former part¬ 
ner.” 

Mr Gair said Chapman had 
also sent 20 further texts to Mr 
Harvey and his and his new 
partner. He added that she had 
given herself up to police and 
was of previous good character. 

Chapman, who pleaded guilty 
to charges of commiting acts 
tending and intending to pervert 
the course of justice, was given 
an 18-month community order 
with supervision.

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Dotty the donkey 
saves Stan 
the sheep 
from jaws 
of death 




A DONKEY that came to the 
rescue of a sheep which was 
being attacked by a vicious dog 
has been given a special award 
for bravery. 

Dotty pinned the dog to the ground so that the 
sheep, called Stanley, could get away to safety. 
Last week Dotty’s owner, Ann Rogers, was 
presented with a certificate awarded by animal 
charity PDSA at the paddock Dotty and Stanley 
share in North Yorkshire. 

Vets said that if Dotty hadn’t intervened, Stanley 
- who lost two teeth and suffered a facial wound 


in the attack - could have been very seriously 
injured or even killed.

Woman treated 
for burns after 
chemical scare 



A WOMAN is in a critical con¬ 
dition in hospital after sustain¬ 
ing serious burns in a suspected 
chemical incident in Harlow. 

Fire crews pulled the woman, 
who has not been named, from a car 
parked outside a lock-up garage in 
Long Ley on Thursday morning fol¬ 
lowing reports of a strong smell of 
chemicals emanating from the vehi¬ 
cle. 

Firefighters wearing special suits 
checked both the car and the garage,

The casualty was given oxygen 
therapy at the scene before being 
taken by ambulance to a decontami¬ 
nation unit at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

Despite initial reports to the con¬ 
trary, she was not contaminated with 
a hazardous substance and has since 
been transferred to Broomfield Hos¬ 


pital in Chelmsford where she 
remains in a “critical but stable” 
condition after sustaining 30 per 
cent burns to her body. 

A police spokeswoman told the 
Star: “We were called by residents 
concerned about a car parked out¬ 
side the garages with its hazard 
lights on. 

“It was apparent that there was a 
person inside the car and a strong 
smell of chemicals coming from 
within.” 

She confirmed that the incident 
was not being treated as suspicious.

Beauty & The Beast

A TALE as old as time it may be, but its 
slender storyline sadly stopped this 
beast from truly roaring. 

New World Productions has enjoyed great 
success at The Playhouse, most recently 
with the theatre’s Christmas panto Aladdin, 
and the ingredients were certainly there to 
carry on with this winning run. 

Fantastic costumes, an enthusiastic cast and 
a great live band gave the show real 
momentum, but Beauty & The Beast's big, 
inescapable problem is that it doesn’t have 
enough of a story to keep you enthralled. As 
such, the temptation was there to pad it out. 
Some padding is perfectly fine - after all, 
this was a panto-style show where such 
things are to be expected. But at times it felt 
like the hilarious Tom Swift’s Jaques and 
hugely talented impressionist Andy 
Fleming’s Baron Bourbon were delivering 
laughs so often there was room for little 
else. 

This reliance on comedy certainly appeared 
to be a winner with the audience though. 
They lapped up the many routines, one in 
particular where Baron Bourbon disguises 
himself as Elvis to give Fleming the 
opportunity to deliver a spot-on 
impersonation of The King.

Suffield did a solid enough job as Belle 
while Jonathan Ansell (from X-Factor 
success story G4) was maybe a little too 
pitiful as the Beast, although his 
performances of Just The Way You Are and 
Queen’s Somebody to Love were fantastic 
and got the biggest cheers of the night. 
Elsewhere, Peter Brad-Leigh’s energetic 
Captain Peugeot was a dame by any other 
name and the talented team of local 
dancers distracted you from the odd-looking 
set which didn’t do the show justice.

Fairy tale reworked for 
the Twilight generation 


RED RIDING HOOD

THE Twilight films have a great deal to 
answer for, whetting an appetite for 
fantastical adventure stories with 
tortured young heroes and heroines. 
Now director Catherine Hardwicke, who 
brought the first Twilight film to the screen, 
slavishly follows the same template in her 
reworking of the classic fairy tale. 

Thus we have a beautiful heroine torn 
between two potential suitors, sweeping 
aerial shots of lush forests and a rock 
soundtrack to underscore the lingering 
glances and angst of the protagonists. 

If Red Riding Hood didn’t pander to its 12A 
certificate there would be potential for a 
bloody horror story. Yet, every time 
Hardwicke’s film threatens to veer into dark, 
unsettling territory, it’s sweetened with a 
drizzle of sickly sweet romance and heartfelt 
outpourings. 

Valerie (Amanda Seyfried) lives with her 
father Cesaire (Billy Burke), mother Suzette 
(Virginia Madsen) and older sister in a 
village plagued by a werewolf. Every full 
moon the locals tether a pig to a stake as a 
sacrifice and lock their doors. 

Away from the bloodshed, Valerie is in love 
with best friend Peter (Shiloh Fernandez) 
but must marry Henry Lazar (Max Irons), 
whose family fortune provides the best 
chance of a rosy future. 

When the werewolf claims the life of 
Valerie's sister under a blood red moon, 
renowned hunter Father Solomon (Gary 
Oldman) vows to unmask the beast in their 
midst. 

Red Riding Hood uses the familiar story as a 
hook for a predictable menage a trois. 
Employing logic, the identity of the werewolf 
is evident before the big reveal, when Valerie 
must mature from damsel in distress to 
architect of her own fate. 

The story’s iconic exchange - 
“Grandmother, what big eyes you have” - is 
consigned to a nightmare sequence, eliciting 
unintentional giggles as we await 
grandmother’s payoff lines. 

Rosy-lipped Seyfried provides a nice visual 
contrast to her two tall, dark and handsome 
suitors and Oldman merrily chews scenery 
as the zealous werewolf hunter. 

The cast look good in close-up and even 
manage to keep straight faces as they deliver 
some terrible dialogue. But the audience 
may find it harder not to snort with derision 
into their popcorn.

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MG6: the return of the marque

T HERE’S little room for 
sentimentality in the 
motoring business. Your 
average car buyer may get all 
misty-eyed when recalling 
their first four-wheeled ticket 
to freedom, but snap back to 
reality and there are few 
people willing to spend their 
hard-earned cash on a 
nostalgia trip. 

It is this harsh reality that 
faces the MG6, the first 
offering from the rejuvenated 
MG Motor Company that is 
back selling new cars in the 
UK. 

The previous few years have 
seen the development of the 
business and its facilities 
alongside limited production of 
the MG TF. But now it is back 
with a brand-new product and 
a production line in the UK, 
albeit for completion in 
Birmingham rather than 
starting from scratch. 

The MG6 is a mid-sized hatch 
that sits between the 
traditional C and D segments - 
think Ford Focus and Mondeo. 
It is handily priced near the 
former but with space 
approaching the latter. 

It’s certainly an attractive car 
on first meeting. There’s very 
little in the way of harking 
back to the past: this is a 
modern exterior design and 
stands up well to rivals that 
have the benefit of vast

Look closely and you can see 
the barrel-sided effect last seen 
on the Rover 75 which helps 
the strong stance. And 
although it is less pretty from 
the rear, MG have done a fine 
job of creating a modern 
interpretation of the brand. 
Climb inside and there is an 
immediate feeling of space. 
With a crucial extra few 
centimetres over the standard 
C-segment template, the MG6 
offers a little bit more, 
although this is somewhat 
tempered by the choice of dark 
colours for the cabin finishes. 
The dashboard layout is 
broadly conventional with 
clear instruments and a centre 
stack carrying all the major 
controls. Premium-seeking 
customers may be a little 
disappointed: the MG6’s cabin 


plastics are a little mixed and a 
shade behind Korean rivals 
although the actually build 
quality appears very sound. 
Equipment levels are certainly 
above standard, however, with 
the top-spec TSE models 
getting satellite navigation, 
climate control, Bluetooth and 
a reversing camera as 
standard. Even the entry-level 
S model is well kitted-out, 
giving the MG6 a large dose of 
showroom appeal. 

At launch the engine range is 
limited to a 1.8-litre 
turbocharged petrol unit 
producing 158bhp, and while 
some will be searching in vain 
for a diesel option from the 
start the petrol does have a lot 
going for it. 

Regardless of model, the 1.8- 
litre unit is matched to a five- 
speed manual gearbox driving 


the front wheels and in 
keeping with the sporting edge 
to the MG brand it gives the 
MG6 a strong turn of speed. 
With a 0-62mph sprint time of 
8.4 seconds, it is comfortably 
rapid if not hot-hatch quick, 
but on a suitable stretch of 
road it has more than enough 
power to make the journey 
interesting. 

Driven in a more sedate 
fashion, it is respectably 
refined but when stretched to 
deliver maximum performance 
noise levels do increase. 

That will be of little relevance, 
however, when the first bend 
looms in the windscreen 
because the MG6 is certainly 
worthy of its well-known 
badge thanks to the responsive 
and able steering and 
suspension. 

Initially the steering is 
surprisingly heavy, but after a 


few miles it becomes clear this 
is merely a reflection of the 
accuracy and consistency it 
offers. Even when driving in 
town or in traffic, well- 
weighted controls are less 
taxing for the driver. And when 
the conditions are just right, 
the MG6 is thrives on 
challenging bends and 
demanding conditions. 

Stack the MG’s overall 
performance against its rivals 
and the results are something 
of a mixed bag. On paper the 
top speed and acceleration are 
par for the course: by limiting 
the MG6 to 120mph its 
insurance grouping is 
significantly lower, 
contributing to the impressive 
overall figure of 14E. 

Fuel consumption is a fraction 
below average while the 
emissions are a relatively high 
184g/km, although both of 
these will be significantly 
improved with the diesel 
engine to follow. 

More important, however, is 
the fact that the MG6 is 
spacious, fun to drive and well- 
specified. 

With prices starting at £15,495 
for the impressive S model, it 
stands fair comparison with 
other high-value brands that 
can’t offer such a good driving 
experience. 

For that reason alone, the MG6 
is worthy of careful 
consideration.
